First Xmas Card 
Sent 121 Yrs. Ago 


When were the first Christ- - 


mas cards sent? 

Christmas greetings were ех- 
changed as long ago as 1839, 
according to Rust Craft Publish- 

Dedham, Mass., who recent- 
y purchased what is believed 
to be the oldest known Christ- 
mas card in existence for its 
antique greeting card collection. 

Made of delicate paper lace 
and measuring four by two and 
three-quarters inches, the card 
reads: "A Merry Christmas to 
You” on the front. On the back, 
in fading but still legible script 
is written "A Happy Christmas 
to My Mother Dear, 1839." 

The card was discovered re- 
cently by a New Haven, Conn., 
rare book dealer between the 
pages of an old Bible received 
in a shipment of books from 
England. It was made by the 
London firm of Windsor and 
Pearce whose existence at that 
time has been verifled by the 
Guildhall Library in London. 

For a number of years, it 
believed that the first Chrisi 
mas greeting cards were sent in 
1843 by Sir Henry Cole, an 

glishman. Cole commission- 
ed а famous English artist, J. 
C. Horsley to do a design for 
him and on it he had printed, 
“A Merry Christmas and a Hap- 
py New Year," 

He had 1,000 cards printed 
showing а triendly family gáth- 
ering in progress with the 
er members of the family hald- 
‘ng up their wine glasses in a 
toast to the person to whom the 
card was intended. 

This aroused some criticism 
even though panels to the left 
and right showed the charitable 

of “clothing the poor” and 
“feeding the hungry.” Puritans 
frowned on the central theme 
{ the card and others criticized 
the card for showing children 
at the same table with wine 
drinkers. 

Despite the criticism, how- 
ever, Cole was acclaimed for 
starting the custom of sending 
Christmas greetings and he was 
eventually knighted for it. 

A, collection of skating prints 
and drawings presented to the 
British museum in 1931 reveal- 
ed a Christmas card which was 
dated 1842, pre-dating the Cole- 
Horsley card by one year. It

Magazine Finds Colleges 


Vacancies for at least 42,800 
freshmen in 285 accredited col- 
leges will be available at the 
beginning of the second semester 
in January, according to Chang. 
ing Times, the Kiplinger Maga- 
zine. “Any qualified youngster 
who not get in this autumn 
can find a college that will take 
him for the spring semester,” 
cording to the editors of the 
magazine. 

The editors found that thi 
long-expected tidal wave of stu- 
dents — yoüngsters born during 
the baby boom of the 40's — 
has begun to flood onto the cam- 
puses. "College after college re- 
ports the biggest freshman class 
in history. Many tell of reject- 
ing hundreds of qualified stu- 
dents for lack of space," the art- 
icle notes. 

Despite the crush, however, 
the survey reveals that scores 
of accredited colleges had room 


for the autumn term. Responses 
from 437 schools across the 
country indicated that there was 
room for 28,800 more freshmen 
than actually registered in 237 
accredited colleges at the be- 
ginning of the fall term. About 
18 percent of the openings were 
for students who could live on 
campus.
